OSTRICH FARMING. 


HOW A CALIFORNIA OSTRICH FARM 


IS CONDUCTED. 


Cott »nd Profit of the Kip«rlm»ul—Whr»t 


the Big Bird* Eat and How They Aro 
Cuwl For—Their Urcat Talent for 
Kiting. 


[Special Correspondence) 


Loa ANGXLBS, March 26.—This palm land 


•boat which the poets write so impassionedly 
and tell of its "ladies with eyes held down," 
hu developed a new and interesting industry 
—ostrich farming. A car load of the big 
birds from Africa arrived here recently, and 
it was«. sight to see them escorted to then- 
future home. The royal fowls were attended 
by Home Madrnsese men and women, as the 
people of that tribe and ostriches get on 
better together than any others. 


The SlMtchiiy ostrich farm is six miles out 


of the city. It is succeeding so well that 
several others will doubtless be attempted be- 
fore long. One other baa been started. How- 
ever, ostrich farming is an experiment that 
requires some capital, as a full grown pair 
of birds is worth from 1700 to $800, and a 
single young one six mouths old cannot be 
bought for less than (150, and often costs $900. 


Dr. Sketohley was one of the pioneers in 


ostrich farming in Africa 
He spent many 


years there in the business and was very suc- 
cessful. He is the author of several books on 
the ostrich and the best method of making 
him profitable. He visited Los Angeles, was 
delighted with the climate and determined to 
Bed what It would oM for his favorite birds. 
The result is his profitable farm of sixty acres, 
on which are thirty pairs of beautiful, full 
grown birds, and evei so many young ones. 
All the big birds he imports directly from 
Africa, landing them nt CJalveston. The doo- 
tor finds that California ostrich forming suc- 
ceeds oven better than he expected. The os- 
triches are as healtfiy as in Africa and far 
more prolific in eggs and feathers—results, 
too, due to this soft, delicious climate, which 
increases the productive power of all animals. 


Each big bird neighs from 300 to 400 


pounds and is from eight to twelve feet high. 
The male is black and is much the larger; 
the female is gray. The whit* ostrich feath- 
ers, so beautiful and »o expensive, an found 
ou both the male and female birds among the 
loose feathers of the wing* and tail. It is 
their rarity which mokes them so much de- 
sired, for experts consider them, in tome re- 
spects, inferior to the other feathers. 


AN OSTRICH BACK 


A female ostrich Is 4 yearn old bet or* ah* 


produces any eggs; but she will produce bw 
first crop of feathers at tbe end of tbe first 
year. Every seven months thereafter her 
feathers are ready for market. 8h» will pro- 
duct about twenty-five Tory fin* featfacn and 
a largo number of lew valuable ones. The 
feathers are not plucked, bat are cut oft quite 
close to the akin with large shear*. The op- 
eration is MI id to be painless; at least tbe men 
who cut the feathers say so, and the ostriche* 
have not contradicted it. A week after tbe 
cutting the stubs dry and shrivel to such an 
extent that they are easily removed. 


The longest and finest white feathers are 


worth t4 a piece at wholesale, and good ordi- 
nary feathers »200a pound. The first clip- 
pings from young birds average $40 In value. 
After a farm in stocked, if all goes well, tbe 
returns on the investment ore Urge. 


The hatching la mostly done by incubators. 


This relieves the feminine ostrich's mind from 
much maternal reflpoiwbiltty. She con keep 
her feathers slink, etap around at leisure and 
bo as giddy us she pleases. She even has tim* 
to vote and attend missionary meetings if she 
wanM to; and as for gossip she can drink bar 
fill Speaking "' drink reminds me that the 
old idea tlint ostriches seldom or never re- 
quire water has been exploded. They not 
only drink frequently, but they show a de- 
cided fondness tor the hath. Dr. Sketchley 
keeps a water trough in each pen large 
enough to afford the birds ample lutblng fa- 
.:iliM«<. 


Wheil it comes to age these monster birds 


are little short of immortal. Nobody knows 
jnstwliat their average age ib. In Africa 
Home of them are known to be over 80 years 
old. 


Corn and alfalfa constitute their food. Al- 


falfa is a Ixmutlful plant ot the I.uwma fam- 
ily. This m»nu causes the ostrich to produce 
moie feathers and of a hotter quality thun 
any other diet. 


The dot-tor's farm is a soi t of rolotiy. Kacb 


male is mated, and the pair are net up in 
housekeeping with two ncres of ground 
Tbe 


land in fenced off into lota of an acre each. 
The two birds are kept In one of these lots 
until they have eaten olf all tlie alfalfa, when 
they are transferred to the othor, and are 
kopt alternating from mm to the other all the 
time 


Foot races lictweoii thn ostriches are niter- 


esting diversions, I bud the good fortune to 
new one. We xtood tn a broad, open space 
between U>« ostrich (ions anrl the house 
Tbe 


door nf one at Ihe frus was opened, and In 
response to tho doctoi'scall two massive birds 
i*aiue i mining Uiwiiui him. Heearessed them 
a moment uuii shorted them a handful of figs 
They like llgx overmu"h. Two men then 
threw noOKH about, their logn, and w» walked 
aw iv a quart«r of a mile. Then at a signal 
from us the birds were released, and tbe race 
Iwgau. And what a race! No professional 
runnerHon human legs could ever dream of 
making suuh time. At every stride they cov- 
ered f rom eleven to fourteen feet. Their great 
nei'ks weie stretched forward and upward to 
their longest limit and their wiugs were 
working like tbe arms of a powerful engine. 
Like the wind when it pushes the storm cloud 
they came 
They kept nearly abreast for 


•bout half the distance, and then one began 
to forge ahead. He increased his lead till 
within a short distance of us, when he glanced 
back and saw that bis competitor was con- 
siderably in tbe rear. Then he slackened his 
pace: rebated his nevk, and jogging up to the 
docMrgot Ills' fig* nnrj several well earned 
caresses 


Ornithologists say that tbe stride of the 


ostrich when feeding is from 20 to 22 inches, 
when walking for pleasure 26 inches, and 
wben fleeing in terror 'rom 11X to 14 feet 
lladngfor figs stimulates them to do their 
beat In making time. Certainly they could 
take no longer strides under any circum- 
stance* than 1 saw* them take. 


Near Anaheim, twenty-five miles from this 


city, on the Southern PaciUc railroad, there 
Is another ostrich farm.

BIRTH OF THE G. A. R. 


Reunion and Celebration at the 


Home of Major Steele—Ad- 


dress Adopted. 


Twenty-one years ago in Deoatur 


the Grand Army of the Republic was 
founded and the first post was organ- 
ized. This post was composed o: 
twelve members. From this humble 
beginning baa grown an order which 
is represented by organized bodies in 
every state and nearly every territory, 
and which has a membership of over 
200,000 union ei-soldiera Of the 
twelve soldiers who organized Post 
No, 1 six survive, and five of these, 
together with other old soldiers and 
friends of the order, met last night at 
the residence of Major Geo, E. Steele 
on West Prairie street and quietly 
celebrated the anniversary. 
At 8 


o'clock when all had gathered, Capt. 
M. F. Kanan was called to preside, 
and the following memorial was read 
and adopted. 


"Dr. B. F. Stephenson, who served 


aa surgeon of the 14th IlL Vol. Inf. 
daring the late rebellion, located in 
.Springfield, 111., after the close of the 
war, and opened an office for the prac- 
tice of his profession. 


"Dr. Stephenson, like many of the 


soldiers of the la»e war, had a favorite 
scheme. His was to fonnd a society 
which should have for its objects the 
preservation and strengthening of 
'those kind and fraternal feelings 
which bind together the soldiers, sail- 
ors and marines who united to sup- 
press the late rebellion, and to per- 
petuate the memory and history of the 
dead.' 


Not being able to get the old soldiers 


living at the state capital to take Buf- 
ticeat interest financially and other- 
wise to secure a successful oousuma- 
tion of his plans for the organization 
of the society, Dr. Stephenson, at the 
suggestion of Dr. J. W. llouth and 
Oapt. M. F. Kanan, came to Deoatur 
early in the spring of 1866, bringing 
his manuscript, plans of organization, 
notes, briefs for ritnal, rules of order, 
&o., all being only in crude form, 
not having as yet determined what 
name should be given to his new or 
ganizatien. After consultation it was 
decided to leave the revision of the 
ritnal in the hands of a committee 
consisting of J. W. Routh, J. T 
Bishop, M. F. Kanan, Geo. R. Steele 
and Geo. H. Dunning, with instruc- 
tions to have the same printed at th 
earliest practicable moment. 


"The services of I. N. Ooltiiu anc 


Joseph Prior, two old soldiers who 
were then publishing the Decatur 
Tribune in the third story of Powers 
building, over where Linn & Scruggs 
dry goods establishment now is, were 
secured as printers. After taking up- 
on themselves the obligation of tbe 
new society they proceeded to prinl 
the first and only original ritnal for 
the use of the "Grand Army of the 
Republic."
